A gentleman in Bethesda, Md., 


objects strenuously to our 
attitude toward the commun- 
ists. He objects particularly 
to comments we made with 
reference to a statement by 
former Under Secretary of 
State Robert D. Murphy. Mr. 
Murphy condemned as a fake, a 
delusion and a snare the no- 
tion that we can make a big 
package deal with the Reds. 
The Bethesda gentleman ob- 
jects to all this, he says, 
not because he is a communist 
(and we believe him) but 
because he is a Christian. He 


says the Soviet Union and 
other Red nations are not our 
enemies — that the enemy is a 
mutual distrust between us 
and the communists. We should 
try tounderstand the Russians 
who, he says, are doing what 
is right and best for mankind 
from their point of view. And 
in order to further this un- 
derstanding he says we should 
“go more than half way.’ 

This letter is very signi- 
ficant because it reveals an 
attitude of mind not only on 
the part of some of our peo- 
ple, but more seriously on 











the part of some of our lead- 
ers. Anyone who understands 
the real nature of communism 
will see immediately two 
glaring fallacies in the argu- 
ment of this Christian gen- 
tleman. First, of course, he 
confuses the people of Russia 
and the captive nations with 
their Red slave-masters. It 
is not the people who wish to 
impose the slavery of commun- 
ism on the entire world, but 
their masters who have already 
bound their own people in the 
same slavery. For example, 
can you imagine the sardonic 
laughter of the thousands 
upon thousands of East Ger- 
mans who have been escaping 
to the West, at the spectacle 
of our ‘going more than half 
way’ to understand the Red 
bosses from whom they run at 
the risk of their lives?

essence of communism that it 
is anti-Christian, anti-God, 
anti-all religion.

This gentleman 
overlooks entirely the fact 
that his method of dealing 
with the Reds could very well 
result in wiping from the 
face of the earth the Chris- 
tianity to which he is devoted. 
As to ‘going more than half 
way,’ that’s exactly what our 
leaders did at Teheran, Yalta 
and Potsdam. That is why we 
face today the threats of a 
slave-system which cannot 
live without the so-called 
‘tolerance’ and ‘understand- 
ing’ which this misguided 
gentleman advocates. 


coming much sooner. And it is 
generally agreed that so long 
as the President was not mere- 
ly mouthing words - as in the 
case of Laos, Cuba and sum- 
mitry — he will have the 
backing of the American peo- 
ple in refusing to bow to 
Khrushchev’s threats. No sane 
American argues with the por- 
tions of the speech which set 
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forth our determination to 
stand firmly on our rights. 
The second thoughts are oc- 
casioned by other portions 
of the speech. 

For one thing, there is the 
old New Deal, now called New 
Frontier, theory of spend and 
spend, borrow and borrow, tax 
and tax. Our defense budget 
has been running somewhere 
around the fantastic sum of 
40 billion dollars a year for 
a good many years now. This 
naturally raises the question: 
On what have these billions 
been spent if we do not now 
have a first-class defense? 
Why, at this late day, is it 
necessary to spend more bil- 
lions than ever? But assuming 
the necessity for increased 
defense spending, the govern- 


ment already has a whopping 
big deficit. The new spending 
must be piled on top of that. 
But nowhere in Mr. Kennedy’s 
statement was there an in- 
dication that he had abandon- 
ed any of the grandiose 
welfare-state schemes - to 
say nothing of senseless for- 
eign giveaways -which involve 
undetermined billions of 
dollars. These schemes flow 
from the brains of the New 
Frontiersmen like a gusher 
that never stops. They all 
involve government spending 
on, and interference in things 
which belong rightfully with- 
in the province of individual 
citizens or their states. 
Rich and powerful as the 
United States is, it cannot 
support a topnotch military 
position, plus hairbrained 
domestic spending schemes, 
plus handouts all over the 
world without dire conse- 
quences to the soundness and 
stability of our economic 
system. It will mean, on the 
one hand, taxes so burdensome 
that they will kill all the 
initiative which makes our 
system work, and on the other 
hand a runaway inflation 
which will make worthless 
everything we possess. Thus 
we weaken our system, our way 
of life, to the point where 
the virus of socialism or 
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communism, which we are sup- 
posed to be fighting, finds 
fertile ground in which to 
breed. It is suggested that 
even if the new military 
spending is really necessary, 
the President could have con- 
vinced the Kremlin much more 


DANGER SIGNS 


But there were other little- 
noticed items in the Presi- 
dent’s speech which bode no 
good for America. There was 
much talk of something called 
the ‘Atlantic community’ mean- 
ing our so-called allies. No 
one is suggesting that in the 
state of the world today we 
should not have allies. But 
if we permit such allies 
to form our policy for us, 
they are worse than‘ useless. 
They can be very dangerous to 
our interests, because their 
interests are not always ours. 
In fact, it is said that the 
reason it took Mr. Kennedy so 
long to state our position on 
Berlin was because he had to 
convince certain of our Euro- 
pean allies, notably Great 
Britain, to go along. It is 
pretty nearly time that we 
formed our policy according 
to our own interests. The part 
of true statesmanship is then 
to communicate that policy to 
our allies, tell them bluntly 


effectively of the sincerity 
of his words had he simply 
announced that we would resume 
nuclear testing - or if he 
had taken action to stop a 
Red dictator in Cuba from 
playing fast and loose with 
American rights and property. 


either to come along or bow 
out. In other words, we must 
stop letting the tail of Brit- 
ish and other interests abroad 
wag the dog of U.S. policy. 
That there is great danger 
in this stress on what the 
President keeps calling the 
‘Atlantic community’ is indi- 
cated in a subsequent state- 
ment by Senator Fulbright, 
chairmanof the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee and there- 
fore a power in the Presi- 
dent’s party. The Senator 
declared that the North At- 
lantic nations, in which he 
includes the United States, 
must give up some of their 
sovereignty in order to meet 
the communist challenge. This 
is another plug for what is 
called world government - or 
in this case half-world gov- 
ernment — in which the United 
States would bind itself 
economically and politically 
to European nations which 
have no taste or use for the 
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sovereign rights and standards 
which have made us a great, 
free nation. 

In addition to all this, 
there was the statement in 
the President’s speech in 
which he said that if anyone 
doubts the legality of our 
rights in West Berlin ‘we are 
ready to have it submitted to 
adjudication.’ What did the 
President mean by that? Here 
again is this strange bent 
toward permitting American 
policy to be decided by oth- 


ers. There is only one place 
that such a legal question as 
the President raised could be 
adjudicated or decided. That 
is the World Court in The 
Hague, which is an agency of 
the United Nations. That so- 
called World Court is made up 
of representatives from all 
sorts of communist, socialist 
and neutralist nations. Its 
chief judge comes from Com- 
munist Poland. You can easily 
guess how American rights 
would fare before such a court.

Book Review 

FINE AMERICANA 

GEORGE MASON: Reluctant 
Statesman by Robert A. Rut- 
land, 123 pages, Colonial 
Williamsburg, Va. (distribut- 
ed by Holt, Rinehart & Win- 
ston, N.Y.) $3.50. 

With the renewed awakening 
of interest in our history 
and in the men and events 
that made possible the unique 
republic known as the United 
States of America, it is fit- 
ting that Colonial Williams- 
burg should issue this brief 
but comprehensive biography 
of George Mason. Not enough 
is heard or known nowadays 
about this eminent citizen of 
Virginia. He was, almost 


equally with Washington, 
Jefferson and Madison, an 
architect of our independence 
and builder of our republic. 
One never ceases to wonder 
at the quality of the men 
which those ‘times that tried 
men’s souls’ brought to the 
forefront in young America. 
And Virginia supplied a 
goodly number of them - Gen- 
eral Washington, orator Pat- 
rick Henry, master political 
genius Jefferson. Mason was 
not a lawyer, orator or com- 
mander, but he was a scholar 
of the first order, with a 
fine and clear mind. His in- 
fluence on the others and on 








the young republic was great. 
He is best known as the 
author of the famous Virginia 
Declaration of Rights (which 
is reprinted in this book), 
on which Jefferson drew heav- 
ily for the Declaration of 
Independence and which even- 
tually formed the basis of 
the first 10 amendments to 
the United States Constitu- 
tion — the indispensable Bill 


of Rights. 
He was a ‘reluctant states- 
man’ because he resisted 


public office, thought of 
himself primarily as a Vir- 
ginian, suffered severely 
from gout, and gave his first 
love to his broad acres of 
tobacco, his family and Gun- 
ston Hall, the lovely colonial 
home he built for them and 
himself. Nevertheless, he 
permitted himself to be drawn 
first to Williamsburg, and 
later to Philadelphia when 
the Constitution was being

put together. He would return 
to the Virginia legislature 
to oppose its ratification 
because it did not then con- 
tain the all-important Bill 
of Hights. 

Perhaps the effort to ig- 
nore Mason in modern times 
arises out of a paradox he, 
and other founders of the 
American Republic, present to 
the leftist pundits. Mason 
was a man of property, a 
great plantation squire, an 
owner of slaves. Yet he was 
one of the greatest champions 
in the colonies of the natur- 
al rights of the individual 
and was not afraid to stand 
up for his principles. 

Dr. Rutland’s little book 
makes fine reading. It is 
beautifully illustrated with 
photographs, drawings and re- 
productions of paintings, and 
is a valuable addition to 
anyone’s library of Americana.
